Dear Sir: 

Perhaps the eost important finding indicated in the ac~ 
company ing list of imported pests is the olive fruit fly (Dacus 
oleas) , which was detected in seed of olive ( Plea flaveolata ) from 
Capa Colony, South Africa, In addition to the olive fruit fly 
there were also present a few dead adults of what appeared to ha 
Dacus semispharens . It is of interest to relate that live adults 
of the olive fruit fly were present in the box of seed, which was 
en route 28 days. The presence of these live adults was undoubt- 
edly due to the fact that in collecting the seed a number of fruit- 
fly puparia were accidently scraped* up from the ground and en- 
closed*
